Once again in close cooperation between the DAGOE Foundation, Mercy Ships and 4 Dutch 
radio amateurs, planning is being done for a DXpedition to Republic of Congo. The Team will 
stay in Pointe Noire between September 28th and October 11th. This is the group's fourth such 
operation/project. 


For their previous projects in Liberia (SL2MS), Benin (TY1MS) and Sierra Leone (9L5MS) the 
team was very honored and proud to be rewarded in 2013 for their achievements with the 
Yasme Excellence Award 2012. 


The team will use the callsign TN5MS for this coming activity. Operators mentioned are: 
Arie/PA3A (CW/SSB), Ad/PA8AD (CW/SSB), Arie/PA3AN (SSB/RTTY) and 
Marian/PD1AEG. Activity will probably be on 160-10 meters using CW, SSB and RTTY.
